| Curtain Falls on Russia's 


Seething Interior as Tele 
graph’ and: Postal Strike 
Becomes Effective, Gov- 
emment Reporting the 
Complete Collapse of the 
Sevastopol Mutiny—Pow- 
ers Seize Turkish Port. 


Universal Suffrage For 
Austria—President's Mes- 
sage Calls For Rate Law. 


Sevastopol Mutiny Crushed. 

The crews of a part of Russia’s Black 
sea fleet having raised the red flag and 
taken possession of their ships, they 
were joined by some of the artillery- 
men in. the north forts at Sevastopol 
and chose as their leader a Lieutenant 
Schmidt, who was in prison waiting 
trial for placing wreathes on the graves 
of the mutineers killed last July. For 
several days, 
according to re- 
ports transmit- 
ted to ‘General 
Kaulbars at 
Odessa, Admi- 
ral Chouknin, in 
command of the 
fleet at Sevasto- 
pol, was power- 
less to check the 
mutiny and took 
off the “breach 
locks of all his 
guns for fear 
the mutiny 
might extend. 
The mutineers were in complete pos- 
session of the city and demanded cer- 
tain reforms from the czar, but per- 
mitted no excesses. One regiment of 
soldiers which had at first joined the 
mutiny later returned to its barracks, 
and the government meanwhile was 
concentrating about 20,006 loyal troops 
about the city. : 

The inevitable clash came Nov. 29, 
reports differing as~to how it began. 
The official report was to the effect that 
Lieutenant Schmidt had ordered his 
mutineers to fire on the-city- and the 
loyal vessels because no favorable an- 
swer had been received to his demands. 
At the same time the mutinous soldiers 
and sailors in the marine barracks gave { 
battle to the troops in the streets of the 
city, and the army of the czar marched 
on the rebellious north forts and took 
them by storm. The fire from the loyal 
vessels and from the shore artillery 
proved to be the more effective, and in 
about an hour the mutineers were com- 
pelled to surrender, their ships being 
either sunk or in a helpless condition. 
About 2,000 men surrendered. 

The entire army in Manchuria was 
reported to have- mutinied against: its" 
offieerss A feneral striké,ip’ the tele- | 
graph and postal service was begun to 
compel government recognition-of the 
unions. This virtually, jsoldted Rus-” 
sia’s interior from the world. Panic 
prevailed on the St. Petersburg bourse— 
when it was found that no one was 
willing to buy goyernment bonds, 

The peasant uprisings continued in 
central Russia with unabated Intensity, 
and the number of unemployed in the 
cities owing to the closing of the state 
factories caused the labor committee to 
threaten another general strike. Some 
of the strikes still continued at Moscow 
and in the south. By authority of 
martial law the members of the con- 
gress of peasants at Moscow were ar- 
rested. 

International Fleet at Mitylene. 

The squadron of warships represent- 
ing England, France, Austria, Russia 
and Italy arrived at the island of Mit- 
ylene preparatory to making an ag- 
gressive demonstration against the 
Turkish government in order to com- 
pel the surrender of the financial con- 
trol of Macedonia. Although the ab- 
sence of a German ship in the fleet had | 
caused some uneasiness, the German 
ambassador at Constantinople stood 
firmly with the other European ambas- 
sadors in making the demands upon 
the porte. Several hundred sailors 
were landed and occupied the custom 
house and other public buildings at 
Mitylene. 

Peace Ratifications Exchanged. 

The ratifications of the Russo-Japa- 
nese peace treaty were exchanged in 
the state department at Washington, 
Nov. 25. The documents were duly 
signed by the Japanese and Russian 
representatives in the. presence of Sec- 
retary of State Root, after which all 
shook hands. 

German Reichstag Reopened. 

Upon the reopening of the reichstag 
at Berlin, Nov. 28, Emperor William in 
is speech from the throne said he had 
been glad to support the president of 
the United States in his efforts to bring 
about peace between Russia and Japan 
and that he welcomed Japan’s entry} 
into the family of great powers. He 
expressed the liveliest sympathy for

Universal Suffrage For Austria. 

A new epoch in Austrian history was 
entered Nov. 28, when, by a series of 
monster demonstrations in all the prin- 
cipal cities and towns of the country, 
the people voiced their demand for uni- 
versal suffrage. At Vienna a proces- 
sion of many thousands of people 
marched past the government build- 
ings carrying red flags and bearing 
banners, but maintaining silence in or- 
der to increase the impressiveness of 
the demonstration. On the same day 
Premier Gautch von Frankenthurn pre- 
sented to parliament the government’s 
bill providing, universal suffrage. At 
Austerlitz the troops fired on demon- 
strators, killing two and wounding 
thirty.

President Dismisses Leib. 

Assistant United States Treasurer 
William S. Leib of Philadelphia was 
summarily dismissed by President 
Roosevelt, who arraigned him for per- 
sistent defiance and violation of the 
civil service law while in office. This 
action is regarded as a warning to all 
federal officeholders in any part of the 
country who think that they ‘can con- 
duet théir offices in the interest of a 
political machine. Mr, Leib was known 
as the boss of the Schuylkill county 
Republican machine. 

Midshipman Meriwether’s Defense. 

Naval Surgeon Gatewood testified be- 
fore the court martial at Annapolis con- 
cerning the autopsy on the body of 
Midshipman. Branch. He said that 
practically no weakness was discov- 
ered in the young man’s systena and 
his conclusion was that death must 
have been due to the head striking the 
floor during his fight with the defend- 
ant Meriwether. A blood clot was 
found on the brain, which, the surgeon 
thought, could not.have been caused by 
a fist blow. Midshipman Meriwether 
took the stand in his own defense and 
showed deep feeling, though justifying 
his fight challenge according to the 
cadet code.

Lecture at November Club. 


On Monday afternoon the ladies of the 
November club heard from Ellery H. 
Clark a most interesting account of the 
work of -the society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children. 

In the twenty-five years of the work 
of this society it has been called upon to 
intervene in behalf of an average of five 
thousand children a year. Upon receiv- 
jing notification, even an anonymous one, 
they send an agent to remunstrate with 
the persons who are maltreating the 
child and in seventy-five per cent of the 
cases such notice is enough to reform 
the parent, wlio learns that'the State is 
the protector of its children. The re- 
maining twenty-five per cent are brought 
before the proper court, are received at 
the temporary home of the society, Mt. 
Vernon street, Boston, and then placed 
in suitable homes. The lecture was 
illustrated by pictures, painful to look 
at, but which brought the need of sucha 
society to the audience as nothing else 
could do. It is entirely supported by 
private contributions and no more de- 
serving cause could be brought to the 
attention of the happy homes of And- 
over.

SCIENTIFIC 


Largest Fossil Flesh Eater. 

The fossil remains of a flesh eating 
land animal known as Rex tyranno- 
saurus, the largest thus far known in 
this world, have just been brought 
from northern Montana to be recon- 
structed in the American Museum of 
Natural History at New York under 
the direction of Professor Henry F. 
Osborne, curator of the department of 
vertebrate paleont logy. From the 
end of his tail to th tip of his nose 
this prehistoric king of beasts meas- 
ured thirty-nine feet, and he carried his 
head nineteen feet from the ground. 
This latest find has necessitated a re- 
classification of the carnivorous dino 
saurs of the cretaceous period. Tyran- 
nosaurus now becomes the name of a 
new genus. The Rex tyrannosaurus 
is supposed to have lived on the three 
horned triceratops, which itself grew to 
twice the size of an. elephant of, the 
present day.

College Heads Menace Football. 

The agitation against college football 
under existing méthods and rules was 
brought to a decisive issue by the death 
of Harold R. Moore of the Union col- 
lege team in its game with New York 
university. This, taken in connection 
with the season's long list of serious 
accidents and fatalities, has set on 
foot a movement to bring the college 
presidents into conference on the sub- 
ject. 

Statistics prepared by the Chicago 
Tribune for the football season up to 
Nov. 25 showed that ten persons had 
been killed and 137. seriously injured. 
This record of deaths is more than 
double that of the yearly average for 
the last five years. Of those

killed | 


eleven were high school students, ten 


of whom Were immature. boys of ‘sev- 
enteen years and under. 

The Columbia: university committee 
on student orgauization, which controls 
athletics, was called together by Pres- 
ident Butler and took aétion formally 
disbanding the football association. 


The committee recommends that the’ 


game of football be abolished and pro- 
hibited at Columbia university. On 
the same day the council of the New 
York university called a conference of 
twenty eastern colleges which it had 
had athletic relations with to consider 
whether the present game of football 
should be abolished, whether it can be 
reformed or what games can be sub- 
stituted. 

November’s Weather Record. 

Prior to the recent storms the month 
of November had been the warmest 
and driest November on record in the 
eastern section of the country. Rain, 
snow and blizzard conditions prevailed 
throughout tbe northwest the last three 
days of the month. 

Accidents. 

The storm on the great lakes was 
disastrous to shipping, more than 
twenty vessels being wrecked and the 
loss running into the millions. From 
twenty-five to thirty were reported 
drowned. The wind at times reached a 
velocity of seventy-five miles an hour. 

The sealing schooner Fawn was 
wrecked on northern Vancouver is- 
land and her crew of twenty-seven 
lost, together with a cargo of 509 seal- 
skins, news of the disaster having 
been brought to Victoria later. 

Eighteen persons were drowned in 
the collision of Japanese transports at 
Simonoseki.

AS TO RAILROAD RATES 


Favors Creation of Administra-. 
live Body to Handle the Mat- 
‘tere- Discusses Trusts, Insur-. 
ance, Revenue Revision, Army 
and Navy, Panama Canal and 
Many Other Subjects 


President Roosevelt's annual, mes- 
sage to congress opens with a plea for 
the co-operation of all classes in con- 
tinuing the country’s prosperity and in 
correcting existing evils, for a “square 
deal” for everybody, and first takes up 
the question of corporations and rail- 
road rate legislation. ‘The president 
bays: : 

I am in no sense hostile to corpora- 
tions. The corporation has come to 
stay, just as the 
trades union has 
come tostay. Each 
ean do and has 
done great good. 
Each should be 
‘favored so long as 
it does good. But 
each should be 
sharply checked 
where it acts 
against law and 
justice. 1 believe that regulation and | 
supervision of great corporations, etc., 
can be obtained by the enactment of 
law by the @ugress. 

The immediate and most pressing 
need so far as legislation is concerned 
is the enactment into law of some 
scheme to secure to the agents of the 
government such supervision and regu- 
lation of the rates charged by the rail- 
roads of the country engaged in inter- 
state traffic as shall summarily and ef- 
fectively prevent the imposition of un- 
just or unreasonable rates. It must 
include putting a complete stop to re- 
bates in every shape and form. , 

In my judgment, the most important 
provision which such law should con- 
tain is that conferring upon some com- 
petent administrative body the power 
to decide upon the case being brought 
before it, this decision to go into effect 
within a reasonable time and to obtain 
from thence onward, subject to review 
by the courts. 

All private car lines, industrial roads, 
refrigerator charges and the like 
should be expressly put under the.su- 
pervision of the interstate commerce 


commission or some similar. body so 


far as rates and agreements practical- 
ly affecting rates are concerned. A re- 
bate in icing charges or in mileage or in 
a division of the rate for refrigerating 
charges is’ just as pernicious as 2 re- 
bate in any other way. 

There should be publicity of the ac- 
counts of common carriers. Only in 
this way can violations or evasions of 
the law be surely detected. 

I hope that an employers’ 


liability 


law will be prepared and enacted as 
speedily as possible. 
The remedy is to regulate the pro- 


cedure in issuing injunctions in Jabor 
disputes is by requiring the judge to 
give due notice to the adverse’ parties 
before granting: the writ, the hearing 
to be ex parte if the adverse party doés 
not appear at the time and place or- | 
dered. “What is due notice must depend 
upon the facts, of the CASE. 

I recommend an investigation by the 
department of.¢ommerce and labor of 
general Iabor conditions, especial--at- 
tention to be paid to the conditions of 
child labor and child labor legislation 
in the several states, ; 

The departnent of commerce and la- 
bor should also make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the conditions of women in 
industry. Over 5,000,000 American Wwo- 
men are wow engaged in gainful oecu- 
pations, yet there is an almost complete 
dearth of data upon which to base any 
trustworthy conclusions as regards a 
subject as important as it Is vast and 
complicated. The introduction of wo- | 
men in industry is working change 
and disturbance in the domestic and 
social life of the nation. The decrease 
in marriage, and especially in the birth 
rate, has been coincident with it. 

Recent events have emphasized the 
importance of an early and exhaustive 
consideration of the insurance question, 
to see whether it is not possible to fur. 
nish better safeguards than the several 
states hare been able to furnish against 
corruption of the ‘flagrant kind which 
bas been exposed. 

It is impossible to outline what shape 
a readjustment of the revenues should 
take, for it is as yet too early to say 
whether there will be need for it. It 
should be considered whether it is not 
desirable that the tariff Inws should 
provide for applying as against or in 
favor of any other nation’s maximum 
and minimum tariff rates established 
by the congress, $0 AS to secure a cer- 
tain reciprocity of treatment between 
other nations and ourselves. 

I earnestly recommend to the cor- 
gress the reed of economy end./to this 
end. of rigid scrutiny of appropriations. 

Bvery cousideration of prudence de- 
‘mands the addition of the element of 
elasticity to our currency system. In- 
flation must, be avoided, but some pro- 
vision short? be medé that will insure 
a larger volume of money during the 
fall and winter menths.than inthe Jess 
active seasons of the-vear. so that the 
currenéy will contract against specula- 
tion and will expand for the needs of 
legitimate busitiess,

We must as a nation make It evl- 
dent that we do not intend to treat the 
Monroe doctrine in any shape or. way 
as an excuse for aggrandizement on our 
part at the expense of the republics to 
the south. But we miust make it evi- 
dent that we do not intend to permit It 
to be used by any nation on this conti- 
nent as a shield to protect it from the 
consequences of its own misdeeds 
against foreign ions. : 

Santo Domingo-has now made an ap- 
peal to us, and not only every principle 
of wisdom, but every generous instinct 
within us, bids us respond to the ap- 
peal. ‘The conditions in Santo ~Do- 
tmingo have for a number of years 
grown from bad to worse until avyear 
ago all society was on the verge of dis- 
solution. Uuder the course tuken by us 
stability aud order and ail the benefits 
of peace are at last coming to Santo 
Domingo, danger of foreign interven- 
tion has been suspended, and there is at 
last a prospect that all creditors will 
get justice, no nore and no less. 

I do not believe that any army in the 
world has a better average of enlisted 
man or a better type of junior officer, 
but the ermy should be trained to act 
effectively in a mass, , Provision 
should be made by sufficient appropria- 
tions for maneuvers of a practical 
kind, for the promotion of exceptional- 
ly meritor:cus men over the heads of 
their comredes and for the retirement 
of all menu wo have renched a given 
age without peiting beyond a given 
rank. . 

Our navy must. relatively to the na- 
wies—of other nations. always be of 
greater size thin our iurmy. We-have 
most wisely vontinued for a number of 
years to build up our navy, and it 
has. now reached a fairly high standard 
of efficiency. This standard must not 
only be maintained, but increased. 

In my last message I asked the at- 
tention of the congress to the urgent 
need of action to make our criminal 
law more effective, and I most ear- 
nestly request that you pay heed to the 
report of the attorney peneral-on this 
subject. 

To the spread of our trade in peace 
and the defense of our flag in war a 
great and prosperous merchant marine 
is indispensable.
